It is the 
only place in Hiroshima where they can get a meal.

To 
the eattent that the end desired 
was a sober, learned, and 
rigoraufi mind that strait- 
laced programme had Jailed 
notoriously in the case of my 
spirited grandfather, and on

democracy to dilute and slow down 
my preparation for the modem 
world. 

Fur <me thing, I never knew (he 
ripur of competition until I won 
nearly 13 and had gone lo a navnl 
.schnrjl While it* ntwenrc no doubt 
mad* my ch ltd hood plt>afahter, 
thont* formative yrars were devoid 
of the sudden creative bunts and 
ranging intercuts that are 
normally Inspired by the 
competitive association of 
young boys. 

Ihm. ton, the fjrt ih«( I 
wm dnllncd from birth for 
lhc XaTy tended ta ihton an 
trou rin^ .Lnniml my educa- 
tion. 

Tndeed, about the only con- 
dition enjoined on Hansel) 
by my iathrr was that 1 
should be Able to pass the 
entrance excuniiUiUuii for 
naval codeu by the time 1 
won twelve and a iwlf yearn 
old Because L&itn and 
Greek were not required for 
the Navy my father saw no 
sense tn my learning them 
Nor did I ever know those 
wonderful books my 
friend Wineton Churchill 
Taught hunselr to rend — 
Gibbon, Macaulay, and all 
the rest. 

Yet In Juftfce to Hanieli. 
It rrn : bo said That he np- 
prcclnled Uie shurtcoml runs 
of hU tutorinr. PosAfhly at 
the riiik of losing lib; Job. he 
rcpeui.edlr warned my fftthfir 
that If I was to catch up 
with my cent era pocarics.

His 
worst fear wo* that In an 
atjnasnhere dejnlnated by 
goverritases, tutora, and nurses we 
would torn out to be prlpa end 
Knobs: hence he liked N) keep us 
to the country, away from the 
sophintieati'd air of the Court. 

Under the principle nf British 
politics that the monarch ihould 
relfin but not govern, wc as a family 
were condemned. In the midst of 
an intensely pnUMaal environment, 
to be not rnerely neutral but 11 
nonfiible. apnlltlaal 

Hansel! abided this rule and, in 
the r.oume of his mild esc union*

Excited by all the talk, Bertte ond 
I bambarded Hanwll wILh Questions; 
and he. obliged to supply adequate 
explanation to an obvlouo con- 
troversy, If only lo sustain our 
curloolty about current cvento. 
finally hit upon a fascinating device 
for giving us some Idea of what the 
drbare was all about, 
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AT hla suggestion Scrti« 
and I cut out silhouettes 
of the two rival leaders, Bal- 
four and Cttmpbell-Banner- 
man, Irorn newspaper car- 
tooiu; according to how they faxed 
in Lhc voting in the different con* 
flUiuencles we moved the figure* up 
a picture of a ladder on the uchool- 
room door. 

In the excitement of Hie race, 
flDHphe Harwell's studied rtcutrality,

The Liberals won an overwhelm- 
ing victory, and with the removal

Reaching flncQ the years for 
traces of the Influences thut moulded

J HERE is magic about 
/ nylon stockings, para- 
/ (toxical wisps that 
«. / suggest you are wear- 
ing no stockings at all, that 
makes them a desirable 
accessory to women all over 
the world. 

I recall one nationwide postwar 
poll among American women, aimed 
at revealing which Items, unprocur- 
able during hostilities, were missed 
most. Everything from new ears, 
and bouses to superlative Labor-rav- 
ing devices was Dominated, but 
nylon stockings easily topped the 
poll. 

Similarly In a letter from "some- 
where In England" during the height 
of the bllti!. when life was particu- 
larly rugged and mean, a certain 
attractive young Englishwoman 
mentioned that the thing she re- 
gretted most not being able to get 
an; more was nylon stockings. 

Tail attltode completely hafflwl 
the man to whom lie letter wu 
written, and he came to me for an 
r \pl.m a Lion. 

Generally. I imagine nylon stock- 
ings we adore mainly for their 
beautiful sheerness, and because 
they fit so snugly, making them 
nattering to mediocre underpin- 
nings, and wonderful for horn-pretty 
legs. 

That the yarn is strong and tough, 
and. given reasonable care and 
treatment, will outwear other fibres 
is Important, but incidental to the 
main theme. 

Of course, the limbs this magic 
hose adorns should be worthy of It. 

Smooth, unblemished legs are a 
necessity. It's a great pity when 
minor bother* like gooseflesh. red- 
ness, or those ugly purplish patches 
are allowed to detract from an 
otherwise lovely picture. 

Nowadays most people know the 
simple remedy for such things— 
gentle stimulation to step up the 
circulation and condition the skin 
to healthiness. Bathtlme work with 
soapy nail or back brush will quickly 
help lake care of that. 

There are no hard and fast rules 
in beauty. Ingenuity can often 
suggest means by which noticeable 
surface disfigurements can be 
camouflaged with cosmetics. 

Often a layer of foundation cream, 
or a film of pancake make-up of 
flesh color, or even calamine lotion 
smoothed on and allowed to dry 
thoroughly, will completely obliter- 
ate a mark underneath the stock- 
ing, and remain on until It Is washed 
off. 

And it should scarcely be neces- 
sary to mention. I should think, the 
necessity, with fllmy hose, of keep- 
ing legs free of hairs. If you are 
blonde and there are only a few 



hairs on the tegs, you ace lucky be- 
cause It Is probably unnecessary 
to do anything about them. But 
when dark hair shows through the 
taut stocking all leg beauty Is lost 
Wax. cream, pumice, crane, or shave, 
whichever is the favored method of 
despatch- 
Dealing with the misery and dis- 
comfort of enlarged veins In the 
legs is. obviously, medical work. 

Varicose veins are often caused by 
poor circulation, overweight, the 
necessity for long hours of standing, 
and so OB- Because, for one reason 
or another, circulation Is retarded, 
congestion or knotting in the vein 
occurs. 

Sometimes injections, simple and 
practically painless, are the answer, 
reducing the swelling, banishing the 
pain, and removing self-conscious- 
ness at the same time. This method 
carries no guarantee of permanency, 
but It is efficient and there is little 
marking. 

Strictly from the comfort point 
of view it helps to stay off the feet 
as much as possible, to wear low 
shoes, no garters, to sit with the 
feet raised on another chair or low 
stool when relaxing at home, and 
to follow a cleansing diet to boost 
the blood condition. 

Pretty-making tricks with stock- 
ings are numerous, oik* yon can 
have a choice. 

For Instance. while peachy 
shades arc for perfect legs, they 
fire helpful with thin ones, loo; hazy 
taupe shades and dull surfaces are 
slimming for solid suppons. 

Narrow or pointed hed reinforce- 
ments lengthen '_he look of the leg, 
back view, and so do finely mule 
centre seams that remain on centre. 

And legs that are lovely to start 
with can look well-nigh sensational 
In sheer gunmetai. nezt-thing-to- 
black sheaths.
